The Subject attended a Mittelschule for seren years, 
and his formal education ceased when he was only fourteen 
years old*- As he planned to follow a merchants career he. 
obtained employment with an Ulm firm as an apprentice and 
was taught the fine points of being a salesman and a b\:iyer, 
an experience which proved quite raltiable to him later on. 
Haring completed his training, as an apprentice he took a Job 
as a bookkeeper with the Belchsbank', which emplOsrment lasted 
until 1929. In the meantime economic conditions in Germany 
grew continually worse, and the year 1929 found him 'unemployed. 
Dissatisfaction with his situa.tlon and the desire for a radical 
change drove him into the arms of the Hazl Party. 



BRIEF PART 7 OR SERVICE HISIOHY. 



In September I929 BOLZ Joined the NSDAP, but due to his 
unemployment he was ■unable to pay the diias and left the Party 
only two monthe later. In 1932 he became closely associated 
with the Bazis again when he became a bookkeeper in the office 
of the Chef des Ausbllduhgswesens (head of the training pro- 
gram) of the Storm Troopers (SA). He remained with the SA 
'until 193^» when he became a civilian employee with the Wehr- 
macht at the V/ehrkreiskommando 7 in Stuttgart. He visited 
an Army school that taught buying and administrative duties 
and then became a civilian buyer for the Army. 



A month before Germany's invasion of Poland BOLZ was 
called to active duty with the Wehrmacht, which however con- 
tinued to use his administrative abilities in the same position 
as befoi*e. In the beginning of February 1940 he was sent 
to Prague, Czecho-Slovakla, at which time he v^as promoted to 
Faehnrlch (a grade eqviivalent to Warrant Officer). His Job 
in Prague bore the bulky title 6f '''ehrmaohtgbevollmaechtigter 
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iiM Leiter der Vorschriftenverv/altvingsstelle and conaisted 
of Baking up the Tableof Organization, and Equipment for, 
newly-activated units. Still belonging to Wehrkreis T, he 
was promoted to Second Lieutenant on 1 February 1942. On 
1 December 1942 he was transferred to the Russian Caucasus 
to be supply specialist with the First Panzer Army. His 
work 'thefe was fairly short-lived, and on 1 April 1943 he 
Was transferred to the staff of the Oberbefehlahaber Sued, 
whose Headquarters wae in Naples, Italy. In iTovemher I943 
he was ceilled to Berlin to work at the Headquarters of the 
Oberkommando des Heeres. A year later on 1 Hovember 1944 he 
was assigned to the SS Jagdverbaende with the rank of Ober- 
eturmfoehrer. This was a specie! assignment and sabotage 
unit, which even then was preparing to continue resistance 
after Germany* s defeat. . He was again charged with supply, 
quarters, and rations. The American advance, however, became 
too quick for the Jagdverbaende to set up the planned neat 
of resistance in the so-called Southern Redoubt. In April 
1945 the \init began to disintegrate, and BOLZ left the or- 
ganization.

Hauptscharfuehrer MAITTASHIED (prisoner was not quite 
sure of the spelling of this name), specialist in 
bilastirig and demolitions. 

thtorstunnfuehrer STAFFA, who commanded a supply and 
, equipment unit with the Jagdverbaende. 

llatersturmfuehrer 'VOGT, who worked with STABTA. 

Hauptsturmfuehrer Herbert UHBAHICK, in charge of 
rations, who may be identical with an Obersturm- 
fuehrer DBBAITECK, formerly with Amt III and III b 
of the Befehlshaber der Sicherheitspolizei , Nether- 
lands, referred to in CSBIC/CMF/SDIJ. 

IT. yiME. PLAGE. SPECIAL HBASOITS. AND CIHCOMSTANCES OF ARREST. 

Shortly before the end of the war BOLZ left the Jagdver* 
baende and retired to Mitterberghuette near Bischofshofen, 
Austria. On l4 July 1945 he reported to U. S. authorities who 
interned him in a Prisoner-of-War Camp, at Gol ling and then 
trauisferred him to the custody of CIC in Salzburg.

the . Jagdverbaende ♦ Horever, due to the confusion of troop 
movcDents and to the inconsistency of the arrival of troops, 

BOIZ v;os unable to keep accurate records, and the uork v;as not 
accomplished • BOIZ r.-as in corxiand of the ^'^ninistrative Office , 
Including the processing end billeting sections. 

On Ober.sturmbannfuehrer SIKORZENY's order i BOIZ v/as given 
the rank of Fachfuehrer, Obersturmfuehrer (F), in the middle of 
December 1944» Since BOIZ ras an active v;ehrn^ichtboaoter , he 
could not bo given the rank of S3 Fuehrer* Ho r;as released from 
the Jagdverbaende in April 1945 • 

V/ith a vlthdrarml to Berlin no longer possible due to the 
unfavorable progress of the ttot, BOIZ remained in JVIitterberg- 
huetten* InforTOtion regarding the former Mittorberghuetten SS 
leaders and the location of hidden arms, aimnitiont pyrotechnic 
eciuipmont, and explosives r;as supplied by Source to a captain 
of the 3^d U,S4 Infantry Division on 8 May 1945 ♦ Source himself 
had not fled.
